WHAT THE BEER AND 
WINE BILL PROVIDES 


W ashington, March 17 (AP) — 
Here are the chief provisions of 
the beer and wine 
bill 
passed 
Thursday night by the senate. 
Perm its the m anufacture and 
sale of beer or wine up to 3,05 
percent by weight, or 
3 8 per 
cent, by volume, in states whose 
laws do not prohibit it, As passed 
by the house a lim it of 3.2 per 
cent was stipulated. 
Subjects both wine and beer to 
a tax of $5 a barrel and brewers 
to a levy of $1000. 
Requires m anufacturers to ob­ 
tain a perm it authorizing them 
to make beer or wine. 
Prohibits the im portation of 
til© beverages into states where 
they are not 
perm itted, with a 
penalty of not more th an $1000 
or im prisonm ent for six months, 
or both. 
Prohibits the sale of the bev­ 
erages to persons under 16 years 
of age

He was tile last surviving 
member of Heilner post, G rand 
Ai my 01 the Republic, and pos­ 
se s.-cd a war diary so authentic 
that it has teen referred to by 
federal historians to supplement 
t heir own records, 
The diary, 
w ritten first in 15 small 
books, 
which Keiser sent home from the 
wars to th ’ girl who later became 
his wife, is 
now 
preserved 
in 
seven volumes ol 300 pages, each 
copied in long hand by the vet­ 
eran at the age of 70, more than 
IO years after the war, He pre­ 
sented one copy to ('ach of his 
seven children.
